B. D. Lake^ Springfield 
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When Riley Went Back. 


Few art the prophets honored in 
their own cooptry, and fewer still, 
perhaps the p^ets. But Mr. James 
Whitcomb Riley is the exception. It 
may be remembered that “Jim.” as 
he is called prietty universally in In¬ 
diana. hails from the little town of 
Greenfield, that state, where as a 
youth, he shoolf the dust off his t>are 
feet to travel J<»ith an itinerant sifcn 
painter. He Immed the trade mighty 
well; and today storekeepers in many 
Indiana towns ^re the proud possessors 
of signs painted by the Hoosier poet. 
It was his facility in sign painting 
which was resp|>nsible largely for the 
beautiful, painstaking hand the poet 
writes today, ^hen fame came to Mr. 
Riley and he wiu in demand as a lectur¬ 
er and reader, when with “Bill Nye” 
he touched the country and made a 
fortune, there vas a great demand in 
Greenfield for ''Jim” to come back. 
Those who had known him as a tow¬ 
headed, barefooted youngster, playing 
hookey from school and going off fish¬ 
ing, wanted to I see the frock-coated, 
bespectacled poet whose fame was 
abroad in the land. But Mr. Riley is I 
shy, or perhaps ihe did not care to ap¬ 
pear to gloat wiith his success over his j 
overall-wearing I friends of other days; 
at any rate, forj years he declined to do j 
any of his “stoi^ts” in Greenfield. If I 
t^ey needed hin| fur a charity he sent 
a check for h» representative, and j 
many a church worthy charity has 
received part ofi the proceeds of the 
Riley lectures. But at last he did go 
to Greenfield and gave a reading for 
the benefit of a iehutch, and it was a 
unique gathering. The hall was crowd¬ 
ed, of course, ai^ the music was furn- 
isbed by the old Greenfield band which 
Riley has imnu^rtalized in the poem 
"I want to Hear th' Old Band Play." 
He knew them all by name, from the 
“slip-horn” player to the “little old 
man in the tinshop.” and the Greenfield 
veterans put their heart into the musk. 
When he read about “The Raggedy 
Man” there was the original, leaning 
sheepishly against the wall: when he 
told about “Little Orphant Annie.” 
many eyes picked her out in the 
audience, and when, with tender 
pathos, Riley recited “An Old Sweet¬ 
heart of Mine”- old bachelor that he 
is—a sweet-faced middle-aged lady 
who had been provided with a seat 
very near the platform nodded in a 
most sympathetic way, and furtively 
wiped her spectacles. Surely never 
before was poet so best and blessed 
with the spirits of his poeery as Riley 
was that night.—Washington Herald.

GOOD ADVICE TO FARMERS 


Not many farmers who have been raising tobacco for the mar¬ 
ket in yeara pant have ever held tneir crops for summer delivery 
Therefore, a few words to those still holding their tobacco In barm- 
at home will not come amisa. 

In the first place the tobacco should be hung very close, in fset- 
preased moderately ti^ther, aa this will prevent much kwe ir. 
weight which happens when often coming in and going out of cose. 
In this cloae-hung condition it should be left until'it gets the ad¬ 
vantage of aa much ho^eather aa possible, thereby inauring the 
tobacco a thorough dryiJh-.yConsult Mr Wfc b<-fore taking your 
tobacco down. If it should come into tie-wi : i ise in too high 
case 80 that there ia likely to be uamaged louiiccu after priaii^, it 
will have to be at the owner’s risk and . xpenae. Thia extra ex¬ 
pense means that the tobacco will have to te,^ehang in the ware¬ 
house here and the warehouse company can not advance'.moaey on 
It until it is in condition to insure keeping. One of the beat teats' 
is that after two or three dry, still dayg tlie tqhoccp is foind early 
in the day. say before 8 o’clock, to be in good case? there *^II be 
little risk in bulking it to keep. 

Follow these directions and let ev^ man who knows how to 
handle in summer order render what assistance and advice he eon 
to his neighbor. With our drying plant next season we will not 
have this trouble.
